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FOREWORD 


The present Bibliography of “Current Research in International 
Affairs” constitutes a second issue in the series of surveys initiated 
by the Endowment last year. The purpose is to provide a guide 
to the major research programs in the field of international rela- 
tions sponsored by universities and specialized organizations and 
institutions. The first of these compilations appeared in the Janu- 
ary 1948 number of /nternational Conciliation. The developments 
leading up to the publication of these surveys were summarized 
in the Introduction to that issue, which also included references 
to other projects of a related nature undertaken previously by 
various agencies in response to the need for an exchange of cur- 
rent information on research and publication. To these should 
now be added the following important publications: 


Check List with Index of all United Nations documents in 
preparation by the United Nations Division of Library Serv- 
ices, with assistance from the Rockefeller Foundation and the 
Carnegie Endowment. The Check List with Index to the first 
five sessions of the Economic and Social Council is now in 
the press. The publication of a weekly subject index is also 
under consideration. 


Directory of Economic and Statistical Projects; A Classified 
List of Work Completed, in Progress or Planned by United 
Nations and Specialized Agencies, compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Economic Affairs of the United Nations, and pub- 
lished in January 1948; 

Register of Research in the Social Sciences in Progress and 
in Plan, published annually by the National Institute of Eco- 
nomic and Social Research, London, as well as its Annual 


Report. 


This issue of the Bibliography covers the period September 
1948-September 1950. It includes, besides new reports from most 
of the agencies previously canvassed, reports from a number of 
additional organizations and universities and associated institutes.

In general the criteria governing inclusion of items are the same 
as those followed in the preparation of the first survey. Items are 
limited to those primarily in the field of international relations; 
doctoral theses and articles are not included; and studies pre- 
pared by scholars in their individual plans of work have been 
included only on the basis of information submitted by the re- 
spective university departments and organizations. Though the 
record as presented constitutes a selective rather than a broadly 
comprehensive compilation of research on international problems, 
it is believed to comprise most of the important studies in progress 
according to reports from a fairly large and representative group 
of educational agencies, together with their periodical publica- 
tions. Inquiries were sent to 148 institutions, organizations, and 
universities, and 68 reports on programs were received. 

The tabulation has been arranged according to agencies, and 
indexes provide references to subjects and to authors, editors 
and directors of research. 

This bibliography has been compiled and edited by Miss Ruth
